October 4, 1962

The meeting was called to order with Mayor Palwmer presiding.

Invocatior was delivered by MR. B, R. REYNOLDS, Y.M.C.A.

MR. DAVID BARROW, Chairman Town ILake Study Committee, recommended the
employment of MR. STEWART KING of Sen Antonio, as the Planning Consultant for
the development of the lake. He was selected out of 10 or 15 conaulbtents who
were interviewed. Mr. Barrow pointed out his outstanding qualificastions, snd
stated a formal proposal had been made to the City Menager. He introduced MR.
ALAN TANIGUCHIL, Architect and head of the Design Department in the Architecture
Department, University of Texas, and MR, SAM ZISSMAN, Associate of Mr. King.

He outlined the arrangement for psyment which would be on a per dlem basis, with |
e monthly statement to be furnished of the expenses incurred. To furnisk a

tentative overazll plan for the lake and a deteiled plan for landscaping the area
hetween Congress Avenue and Lamar Bovlevard, Mr. ¥ing estimated the cost would !
be $9,750.00, more or less. Tae Clty Manager stated the Town Iake Comnlttee had |
made & valusble study om this, and he believed its recommendation waes & good one.|
Councilmen Armstrong moved that the Council zccept the Town lLake Study Committee'ﬁ
recommendation and gppoint these two gentlemen. The motion, seconded by Council-
msn White, cerried by the following vote:

MR, FRANK ERWIN, representing COASTAL STATES GAS PRODUCING COMPANY, having
filed & Statement to the City Council on Cotober 1st, 1962, appeared before the
Counecil to present some facts regarding the newspaper article regarding Southern !
Union Gas Compsny's bld as ianvolving a savings of seversl million dollars to the !
City. Be stated that the City could save at least $27,000,000 by accepting




Coagtal State's bid and could break the monopoly which Southerm Union and
United Gas Company had in Austin, thus giving the people in the households an |
opportunity for competition in the furnishing of ges. Mr. Erwin dlscugsed the
proposal of SOUTHERN UNION filed in June of 1962, and the two sets of prices
jincluded at that time. He stested that the signed proposal filed by Coastal
States was a million dollar better price for the first five years them thet of !
Southern Union's, and that Coagtal States offered a 20 year fixed price contract.
He reviewed the Council decision to cell for competitive blds, insidting on
everybody's complying with the specifications so that the Council could look atb
cne figure and see who had the lowest bid, and thet Comstal States bid exactly
88 it wae agked to bid snd gave fixed prices for a 20 year perliod. He sald
Southern Union Gas Company had tailored some specifications to suit themselves, |
changirg the length of the contract, the penalities under the contracts, the tax !
provisions and other provisions in the contraet that the others could not bid

on. He szid in order tc understand Southern Unior's proposal, one would have to
take a 25 page conbract between Southern Uniom and the City that is in existence |
now; then s two page letier amendment after that contract wes signed; a 30 page
contract between Southern Thion and United; a 20 page proposel and a 12 page ;
proposal thet United had submitted, totalling 90 pages. ¢

MR. ERWIN stated that 60% of the gas on which the City called for bids
was not included in the 13 years Scuthern Union had bid on, and the City is
completely unprotected under Southern Ubicn's bid on 60% of its gas &s to prices
and supply. He discussed the gas increase percentages during the past 15 years
referring to statistics of the American Ges Assoclation, projections of Mr.
Ralph Davis, Counsultant in 1960; and on estimates of Mr. Sol Smith. He stated
everything indicsted in the last 15 years that there hed been a steady snd slow
increase in ges prices. He explained the temporary drop in ges prices since two
years ago. In hig figures, (he explained the percentage of increasse he had
taken~--1/2 of 134% incresse in gas, the lowest increase) the price of gas would
be 30¢ ir 1977, and stated thet was a conservative figure. If the 30¢ price were
figured for those seven years not covered by Southern Union contract, and if this
were subtracted from the price that Coastel States hed guaranteed to furnish this
ges, Mr. Erwin stated there would be a savings of $39,000,000 in those seven
years. Even if it were assumed Southern Unlon's claim was correct, that there
would be a savings of several million dollars in the first 13 years, that savings
would be more than three times over-come by the savings the City would make by
accepting Cecastal State's bid. He discussed the advantage of a 20 year contract
stating United would admit that a 20 year utility contract was the normsl pericd
of time, and thst other wtilities, Dallas Power & Light, Central Power & Light,
end others try to get the longest fuel supply at a Tixed price that they can get.

MR. ERWIN sald the specificgtions the City bad prepeared were as fine &
set of gpecifications he had ever seen to protect the city's interest. He
polnted out United Ges Compeny, which controls this matter with Southern Union
which is dependent upon United for what is paid for gas =nd now much can he pur-
chased, contends that the Rsilroad Commlission has the right to review coptracts; |
and if the Rallroad Commission did not think the supplier was getting a faeir
return on his money, they would increase the rate.

MR. ERWIN stated the City had no business ever signing a contract depend- |
ing on good faith as a company could be sold and the City would bpe deing business
with someone it hed never heard of before. He stated if the Courts upheld
Tnited's position, the prices would not be worth snything, as United can go to
the Railroad Commiseion snd get a priece incregse. To aveld this, the City Abttore
ney and City Manager seked the bidder to agree to wsive the right to initiate
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before any regulatory body an increase in these rates, and thet United and
Southern Unior refuse to do that.

As to the tax provision, Mr. Erwin stated in sddition to the price,
Scuthern Union and United would have to be reimbursed for certsin taxes they
heve to pay, and there is a grest deal of argument as to how much that is. He
gald there weas noc cut-off point for the taxes the City would have to reimburse
Southern Union for; that it would have to reimburse them for the taxes they ypay
ané for the taxes they cont®act to pay. He sald L.C.R.A. was not being asked
by United to pay all of these taxes plus the 18 cents.

Mr. Ervin compared the penalty provisions for supplying ges other than
that called for--less than 950 BTU or more than 1100 BTU. He sald if Coastal
States does not furnish the required gss, it has to pay whatever it tskes to
bring the gas Lo the clty’'s requirements, up to the point their price is cut
in helf. Southern Union set thelr penalty to never exceed 1/2 the difference
between the price they pey United and the price they sell gas to the City. He
explained this penalty would be .4 of 1 cent per million BTU. He compared s
situation if Coasgtal States would have to buy gas and sell it at a loss they
could not afford not to serve the gas the cliy needed., Southern Union and
Thited sald their penalty could not exceed .k of a cent per million BTU. Southern
Uniop mlght find it cheaper to quit selling gas because it would be far cheaper
for them not to sell the gas and pay the penalty.

He discussed the provislions pertaining to the City's using other energy
and compared the two proposals, vwhereby Coastal States had agreed to the speci-
Tications. Ee discussed also Southern Union's recent requesi 6 a rahte increase |
as they said they were not msking enough money on their ges, but now they offer
gas four cents cheaper. He sald 1T Coastal Steles were swsrded this contract
which would save the elty millions of dollars, there would be two gas pipe lines
in Austin, and Southern Union would not be at the mercy of United, as Coastal
States would be in a position to bid with them. The price of gas would be driven
way down, and the people would get the benefit of that savings.

Mr. Ervin suggested if Southern Union's bid which is not competitive wers |
to be considered that it might he well to get some expert help, and he recom- '
mended since Brown & Root had designed the Power Flant and bullt it, and would
build the one for the L.C.R.A. that the City mighit find it helpful to ask them
to give an opinion on the relative merits. Councilmen Armstrong commended the
City Attorney and City Manager on thelr ability. Mr. Brwin said before the City
departed from its bidding practices there should be some overwhelming considera=- |
tions. Councilmasn Perry stated the Council was interested in protecting the
bidding system. The Mayor thenked Mr. Erwin and stated the Council wanted to
analyze and study the gas matier.
